Two dozen other states have introduced labeling bills this year and many are expected to take up 
such bills this session. There is clearly enormous pressure on the U.S. federal government to create a 
national labeling standard. 

BAYER CROP SCIENCE, DOW AGROSCIENCES, DUPONT PIONEER, MONSANTO, and THE GROCERY 
MANUFACTURERS ASSOCIATION spent $21.4 million to finance a barrage of TV spots and other ads 
against 1-522 in WASHINGTON, during the past 30-days, with another $7.9 million being spent 
between now and Election Day on November 5. They are desperate to whittle down voters favoring 
the measure. 

WASHINGTON ATTORNEY GENERAL BOB FERGUSEN SUED THE GROCERY MANUFACTURERS 
ASSOCIATION EARLIER THIS MONTH FOR CAMPAIGN DISCLOSURE VIOLATIONS. According to the 
state's Public Disclosure Commission, records show the Association's GMO food-industry groupie 
funders included Coca Cola, ConAgra Foods, PepsiCo, General Mills, Nestle USA, and others. The 
irony is that these transcontinental corporations already have GMO packaging with labels in all those 
other 64 countries. Required labeling of GMO foods already exists in these 64 other countries: 
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The American people's efforts to pass GMO labeling bills nationwide are helping to awaken 
Americans to their power. More and more American people are turning up the heat on GMO 
retailers. U.S. consumers can ultimately defeat the Biochemical Industry Organization's lobby of 
destructive TV spots and other ads because American consumers hold the key. Want Change? 
Shop smart. It is within our power to buy only food that's received a "USDA Certified Organic" or

Vulnerable individuals and the entire U.S. population were experimented on without informed 
consent and that is against the American people's highest and best interests and values. There is a 
public reaction upon finding out. The American people's social values demand food justice. The 
agrochemical cartel is seen as lawbreakers. The information revolution demands GMO's be made 
transparent and posted on food packaging and in restaurants.

Informed Consent 

Dubljevic's argument that informed consent is less metaphysical than political has to do with the 
definition of "autonomy" meaning "uninfluenced by factors that are not rationally chosen or 
endorsed." In other words a volitional, cognitive, and liberty framework. That's the logic behind the 
free-market system of buyers and sellers in ideal marketplaces, engaged in unhindered and 
voluntary transactions. But it doesn't exist in reality. According to Montgomery and Oliver in 2007, 
networks of organizations oversee professional practices and thereby shape their members' 
behavior. 

Timothy Dolan, with Policy Foresight, opines that the definition of "state" means "Whatever controls 
one time and space". He argues that autonomy in NEUROTETHICS is negotiation between the tools of 
the state, and that tools of the state include family, religious practice, schools, and the workplace, 
which all have de facto primacy over lives, as well as professional national and international 
governing bodies. 

The real marketplace has entry barriers and the consumer is addicted to consume whatever is 
perceived as a psychological or physical need, regardless of the negative effects on other areas of 
the consumer's life. This consumer compulsion is called a "Market distortion" in the field of 
economics. And the negative effects ripple out into the consumer's relationships with others and 
with his or her livelihood. Mr. Dolan cites addiction to making purchases, unhealthy eating habits, 
and submitting to human experiments as "Market distortions". 

The trade in human organs is "donation" under compulsion negotiation. The 1949 NUREMBERG CODE 

document was an aftermath response, because of the physician abuse on human subjects that 
occurred in Nazi concentration camps. 

"The voluntary consent of the human subject is absolutely essential. This means that the person 
involved should have legal capacity to give consent; should be so situated as to be able to exercise 
free power of choice, without the intervention of any element of force, fraud, deceit, duress, over- 
reaching, or other ulterior form of constraint or coercion; and should have sufficient knowledge and 
comprehension of the elements of the subject matter involved as to enable him to make an 
understanding and enlightened decision". 

Pharmacological, immunological, and organ transplants environments gave rise to legal suits over 
medical treatments, starting with the thalidomide cases, so informed consent kept getting redefined. 
The issue was timely market release versus proper ethical/clinical testing. Long-term ill effects got 
lawyer-proofed in the DECLARATION OF HELSINKI series dated 1 964, 1 975, 1 983, 1 996, and 2000. 
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Then came documents CIOAAS with the WORLD HEALTH ORGANIZATION(WHO) explicitly including 
informed consent of the collective vulnerable, such as communities, groups, populations, and 
women. "Vulnerability" became a factor with the biomedical research that involved human 
subjects and with medical sciences. 

THE BELMONT REPORT set forth that it is explicitly a U.S. POLICY that clinical experimentation in the 
behavioral sciences be added to the biomedical sciences experimentations, the informed consent 
rule for human subjects undergoing human research in the U.S. is now codified in the 2009 Code of 
Federal Regulations, Title 45, Part 46. 

In 2013 the UNITED NATIONS brought informed consent into social policy because of the sheer power 
of interests poised to exploit environmental and genetic resources. Environmentally sensitive areas of 
indigenous people and indigenous people's input on managing their traditional domains have U.N. 
sanctions. 

The conceptual shift in the meaning of autonomy has taken place over 67-years and shift continues 
with a Freedom of Information revolution that demands transparency. There is new impetus to 
making individual and collective decisions comprehensible. Nutritional information in fast-food 
restaurants and on-line posting are examples of the effects of social values upon autonomy.

There is a demographic truth about people who live near chemical plants and refineries. Hundreds 
of small towns and cities have residents living in chemical contamination. On April 17, 30 tons of 
ammonium nitrate exploded in an accidental detonation in West, TEXAS. The addition of calcium 
carbonate (limestone) to ammonium nitrate fertilizers is done in EUROPE, to reduce handling and 
storage risks. The American people want the Environmental Protection Agency(EPA) to enforce 
safety requirements. 

The LOUISIANA DEPARTMENT OF ENVIRONMENTAL QUALITY and THE FEDERAL OCCUPATIONAL SAFETY 
AND HEALTH ADMINISTRATION investigated "Cancer Alley" again, after two deaths and 77-injuries to 
plant workers at a vinyl plant explosion on June 13 in Geismar, LOUISIANA. The Williams Olefins plant 
was out of compliance with the CLEAN AIR ACT for the past three years. The explosion released 
31,187 pounds of volatile carbon material according to the Times-Picayune, which published 
conservative figures. 

A Congressional Research Service study released last year confirmed the LOUISIANA region has the 
highest number of delinquent industrial facilities in the U.S. America's CANCER ALLEY is 15 chemical 
plants and 1 7 refineries between New Orleans and Baton Rouge. The CANCER ALLEY includes BSAF, 
EXXON MOBILE, HUNTSMAN, LION COPOLYMER, THE POTASH CORPORATION, RHONE-POULENE, SHELL 
CHEMICAL, MOMENTIVE SPECIALTY CHEMICALS, and WILLIAMS OLEFINS. 

The U.S. NATIONAL INFRASTRUCTURE PROTECTION CENTER warns that U.S. chemical plants could be Al 
Qaeda targets. The ENVIRONMENTAL PROTECTIN AGENCY (EPA) warns that each of the 470 
chemical facilities in the U.S. put 100,000 or more at risk of a poison gas disaster. The HOMELAND 
SECURITY COUNCIL warns that a major attack would set off a deadly gas cloud that would kill 1 7,500 
people, seriously injure 10,000 more, and send 100,000 to the hospital. Chemical plants are stationary 
weapons of mass destruction hazards spread all across America. 

Koch brothers and other chemical plant owners hire lobbyists to prevent action on Capitol Hill to 
make these plants safer from accidents or attacks. But President Obama has the power to make 
safety happen, without Congress because there is a "general duty clause" provision of the CLEAN 
AIR ACT that could require chemical plants to be designed and operated to prevent catastrophic 
release of extremely hazardous chemicals. The EPA COULD ISSUE NEW RULES TO IMPLEMENT THIS 
PROVISON AND REQUIRE PLANTS TO IMPROVE SAFETY, MAKING THEM LESS VULNERABLE. 
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President Obama ordered a government review of safety and security procedures at chemical 
plants and there could be an action plan by May, 2014. It would be wonderful if the plan includes 
strong mandated rules to use safer chemicals. Safer cost-effective chemical processes are widely 
available. Hundreds of chemical facilities have switched to safer processes. For example, Clorox 
Company has converted all of its U.S. facilities.

Nobel Peace Prize 

The Organization for the Prohibition of Chemical Weapons was awarded the 2013 Nobel Peace Prize 

for its work since the 1990's. The prohibition against the development, production, acquisition, 
stockpiling, retention, or transfer of use of chemical weapons has been ratified by 189 countries. It 
includes mustard gas and nerve agents like Sarin and VX. ISRAEL and MYANMAR signed, but didn't 
ratify it. Non-signers include ANGOLA, EGYPT, NORTH KOREA, and SUDAN. Disarmament figures 
prominently in Alfred Nobel's will, and the Nobel Committee has, through many prizes, emphasized 
the need to do away with nuclear weapons. The 1 .25 million will be awarded on December 1 0.
